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MINUTES OF MEETINGS

DECEMBER, 1918 


NEWARK, N. J., 
December 5th, 1918. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of Newark, N. J., was 
held on the above date in the Coun- 
cil Chamber, City Hall, Newark, at 
11 o’clock а. ш. А 

Present — Commissioners Archi- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, 
Mayor Gillen. 

The minutes of the meeting of No- 
vember 27th, 1918, were read and 
approved, 

Mr. E. J. Ricker appeared before the 
Board and suggested that when the 
city builds a reservoir in the Bor- 
ough of Wanaque they construct a 
curved dam instead of а straight 
dam; that the curved dam would cost 
about $50,000 more than the straight 
dam, but this additional cost would 
be offset by the purchase cost of the 
Wanaque Paper Mill. He estimated 
that the paper mill would cost $300,- 
000, -ѕо that if the curved dam was 
built it would mean a saving to the 
city of Newark of $250,000. He 
stated that the citizens are not op- 
posing the location of the reservoir 
at Wanaque as they consider it es- 
sential to supply the needs of the 
city of Newark and other municipali- 
ties, but he urged the building of a 
curved dam in the interests of the 
people of the Borough of Wanaque. 
He stated the paper mill employs 
200. operators, some of these орега- 


tors have been employed there the: 
greater part of their life time; they 


have learned to make paper and 


know very little about anything else, 
and if this industry is forced out of 
business it means that they must 
move away and seek employment 
elsewhere. He stated that about 800 
peóple would leave the Borough of 
Wanaque in the event the city did 
not build the curved dam. He 
Stated further that the citizens of 
Wanaque are only asking the city of 
Newark to do something that will 
help them and at the same time save 
Newark a vast sum of money. 

Mr. Sherrerd stated that the North 
Jersey District Water Supply Com- 
mission has instructed the Engineer- 
ing Department to investigate this 
question of a curved dam with’a view 
to meeting all the suggestions of Mr. 
Ricker. . 5 

Commissioner Raymond stated 
that this matter is largely in the 
hands of the North Jersey District 
Water Supply Commission, but that ' 
the city would give its moral support ' 
to the citizens of Wanaque in con- ' 
nection with the construction of a 
curved dam. 1 

Mayor Gillen: In regard to the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, for some’ 
time the Health Department heads ` 
have been discussing this matter. At ` 
the last meeting of the: Health рє: ` 
partment heads the mattēr was again 


discussed and they seem to be: very ' 
anxious to have the bureau‘ trans- * 


ferred from the City Clerk's office to’ 
the Health Department itself. 
stated that I would bring the matter’ 
before the Commission today. Dr. · 
Craster is here to say something in `. 


Ihave’ ^" 


regard to it—give out the reasons 
why this should be done. 

Dr. Craster stated that the record- 
ing of deaths and births has been for 
a long time in the hands of the City 
Clerk; that in 1909 a State law was 
passed which required all physicians 
to record births and deaths, and it 
specifically provided that all births 
and deaths should be recorded with 
the registrar, and in default of 
being so recorded with the regis- 
trar they should be recorded 
with the city clerk. He stated that 
as the Health Department is more 
elosely associated with births and 
deaths than any other department in 
the city government that they should 
have this recording taken over to 
their own department. 

Mr. Frederick 8. Crum of the 
Prudential Insurance Company stated 
that he submitted a report to the 
eity of Boston in 1910 recommending 
the abolition of the Registry Depart- 
ment and the transfer of its powers 
and duties to the Health Depart- 
ment. He stated that as a result of 
his recommendations the city of Bos- 
ton changed their system of collect- 
ing, classifying and compiling vital 
statistics, consolidating the Bureau 
of Registry directly with the Bureau 
of Health. He stated that what ap- 
plied to Boston in 1910 applies to 
Newark now, and the most obvious 
result of having two departments at- 
tempt to perform the same function 
is useless and costly duplication. 

The City Clerk stated that he 
could not see any real advantage in 
transferring the vital statistics from 
the City Clerk’s office to the Health 
Department. He outlined the work 
done by the employees of the City 
Clerk’s ‘office handling the vital sta- 
tistics, and explained that he was of 
the opinion that the execution could 
„not be improved upon were it placed 
under the supervision of Dr. Craster. 
The employees of his office doing this 
particular work are thoroughly quali- 
fied in the care of statistical infor- 
mation and were very competent sta- 


tistical clerks He stated further 
that there is no doubt but that the 
vital statistics should be controlled 
in one department and the records 
not divided, but felt, due to results 
of conferences with Dr. Craster, that 
he was entirely too theoretical and 
inconsistent to be able to produce 
the results possible should these mat- 
ters be placed in his charge. ‘‘At one 
conference last winter which was at- 
tended by his Honor the Mayor, the 
city’s legal representatives, Dr. Cras- 
ter and myself, Dr. Craster proved to 
my satisfaction that he was entirely 
unfamiliar with the practical opera- 
tions of this statistical department, 
and while he has contended that the 
vital statistics should be under his 
control he at that time stated he did 
not want the records of marriages, 
and further felt that the archives 
should be kept elsewhere other than 
in his department. .The records 
maintained by the health officer of 
Newark are purely from a health 
standpoint and the records of births 
and deaths are received by Dr. Cras- 
ter’s department immediately upon 
receipt in the city clerk’s office. The 
records we keep are used almost in 
their entirety for legal purposes and 
we are daily called upon to supply 
certified transcripts of births, mar- 
riages and deaths which are used in 
connection with settlement of es- 
tates, insurance matters, various 
court proceedings, etc," Mr. Egan 
contended that in order to make for 
better efficiency all of this work 
should be supervised by one depart- 
ment, but in his mind it would be 
impossible to obtain real consistent 
results through Dr. Craster because 
of the fact that he was, in his mind, 
entirely too theoretical.

It is well known that during the 
past few years the cost of maintain- 
ing and operating street railways 
has increased enormously. It is a 
matter of common knowledge that 
the cost of almost everything has 
largely increased, and for that rea- 
son the federal government after 
taking over the steam railroad com- 
panies increased their rates for 
freight and passenger service. In 
consequence of this increase in cost 
of maintenance and operation of 
street railways the utility board, on 
the application of Public Service 
Railway Company, after prolonged 
investigation increased rates suffi- 
ciently to pay, in part, the additional 
costs of operation. The one cent for 
a transfer was authorized to pay in- 
creases forced upon the street rail- 
way companies prior to the "7th of 
June last, and the increase from five 
to seven cents was made for the pur- 
pose of enabling the companies to 
obtain income necessary to pay an 
additional increase in wages imposed 
by the war labor board on the 151 
of August, and which related back 
to the 7th of June. Nothing was 
provided by these increases in rates 
to pay other increased expenses, or 
to provide income on capital invest- 
ed in the business. These increases 


in fare have recently been sustained | 


by the supreme court. That such 
power is possessed by the utility 
board has been decided by the court 
of errors and appeals. 

It has been repeatedly held by the 
courts of this state and by courts in 
other jurisdictions that ordinanees 
granting eonsent to the construction 
of street railways or other utilities 
can not be repealed after capital has 
been invested in the business. The

Your attention is also called to the 
case of Jersey City v. North Jersey 
Street Ry. Co., 73 N. J. L., 175, and 
14 N. J. L., 774. In that case it was 
held that a company formed under 
the traction act of 1893, having en- 
tered upon the property of a street 
railway company with its consent, 
needs no other authority to maintain 
and operate the street railway than 
that contained in the traction aet 
itself. Such entry has been made 
on all street railway tracks in New- 
ark, by companies organized under 
the traction act. 

It may be well to add that since 
five cents was commonly agreed upon 
as a proper rate to be charged by 
Street railway companies, those com- 
panies have largely increased the 
service for which the rate was 
charged, by means of extending the 
length of the ride and providing al- 
most unlimited transfer facilities. 
Besides, during that time enormous 
taxation—national, state and munic- 
ipal—has been imposed upon street 
railway companies. Their tangible 
property is assessed for taxation at 
a valuation altogether out of pro- 
portion to the valuation put upon 
other tangible property for that pur- 
pose, thus unsettling the basis upon 
which the five cent rate was origi- 
nally established.

Mr. O’Toole (after reading com- 
munication): The State Legislature 
had the power of regulating fares 
until 1911, when they created the 
agency known as the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners to enforce new 
powers that did not exist before.

SUBJECT: Opinion re: power of 
Board of Commissioners to turn over 
to Board of Education City Play- 
grounds. 

Board of Commissioners of. 

The City of Newark, 
Addressed. 

Gentleman: In compliance with 
your request, I have examined the 
law with a view of determining the 
power of the Board of Commission- 
ers to transfer to the Board of Edu- 
cation the City Playgrounds, and it 
is my opinion that the Board of Com- 
missioners at the present time is 
without power to permanently divest 
itself of the City Playgrounds. 

The City is vested with the legal 
title to several different tracts of 
land upon which are conducted the 
City Playgrounds, and the only way 
in which the City can divest itself of 
this title is at a public sale and to 
- the highest bidder, after public ad- 
veriisement given in a newspaper, 
at least once a week for two weeks, 
prior to such sale. 

The Board of Commissioners is 
also vested with power to sell or dis- 
pose of any lands or buildings or any 
right or interest therein not needed 
for public use, or it may lease for 
fixed and limited times any land or 
buildings of the municipality not 
presently needed for public use. 

“1 have also discussed this matter 
at length with Charles M. Myers, 
Esquire, attorney for the Board of 
. Education, and he is of the opinion 
that the Board of Education is with- 
out power to take over the Play- 
grounds and carry on the various ac- 
tivities heretofore conducted by the 
Recreation Commission at the Play- 
grounds. 

` Both Mr. Myers and I аге of the 
opinion that in order to properly 
carry into effect the proposed scheme 
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of transfer, proper legislation to that 
end should be passed at the next 
session of the Legislature. 


Mr. Myers and I also called into 
consultation with us Acting Auditor. 
Brady, and he has pointed out a fur- 
ther difficulty from the financial 
standpoint, if we should at this 
time turn over the playgrounds to 
the Board of Education. 


The fiscal year of the Board of 
Education is from July Ist to July 
1st and the budget of the Board of 
Education to July 1st was included 
in our last tax levy, and there would 
be no money available to the Board. 
of Education to conduct the play- 
grounds from this time until July 
1st, when the next budget is made

Mr. Van Blarcom: I appear for the 
company. There isn’t much to add 
to what has been said except to urge 
the favorable consideration of the 
Commissioners, for the passage of 
the ordinance. Speaking with ref- 
-erence to what appeared in the press 
the last day or two about $100 being 
paid to somebody, whatever the mer- 
its or demerits of that incident are 
I do not think it should affect the 
merits of this proposition. There 
has been no objection made at all 
to this ordinance that has been be- 
fore the Commissioners for several 
months. The only persons who have 
objected to the passage of this or- 
dinance are representatives of the 
Public Service Railway Company; 
they are trying to keep the field for 
themselves. 

Commissioner. Raymond: І feel 
that a scandal such as this on the 
eve of the granting of the franchise 
should not be ignored by this Com- 
mission, and while I have no doubt 
that the officers of this company are 
free from guilt in the matter I think 
that they owe it to us to make an 
explanation. I think that they 
should explain to us what they know 
of any offers which may have been 
made by persons in their employ- 
ment to bring influence to bear with 
this Commission.. It certainly is not 
a favorable start for the utilities 


concerned to have charges floating 
around that money has been used. 

Commissioner Brennan: I would 
like to voice my objections to the 
passage of this ordinance on prac- 
tically the same lines as suggested 
by Commissioner Raymond. As one 
of the parties involved in the trans- 
action which has been given so much 
publicity for the past few days hap- 
pens to be connected with an or- 
ganization that is recognized as be- 
ing a vast influence in the city, 
namely, the labor organization, I 
certainly would like to have an ex- 
planation as to whether any pres- 
sure had been exercised by others 
than the parties named in having 
public opinion moulded for а con- 
sideration in favor of the adoption 
of this franchise. As one member 
of the organized labor movements-— 
and I think I can speak for 99% of 
its membership—this is the first 
time I have heard of such a charge 
having been made against any of its 
members or any of its actions. I 
would like, as Commissioner Ray- 
mond expressed, to have officers of 


‘this corporation explain if they have 


delegated powers to any of their 
agents or directors to dispense 
monies for the passage of this ordi- 
nance. Ав one member of this Cora- 
mission, I desire to say that if I 
felt that public opinion had been 


‘moulded by a consideration in favor 


of it or.any other franchise I cer- 


'tainly would oppose the granting of 


‘ed. 


the franchise irrespective of the 
amount of public opinion so mould- 
I want to place myself on rec- 
ord as having had no member of 
that group approach me soliciting 
my vote, either for or against the 
franchise other than copies of reso- 
lutions adopted by these bodies 
which were handed to me shortly af- 
ter adoption, and while I believe the 
resolutions were adopted in good 
faith by the rank and file of the 


"members comprising various central 


"bodies, 
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still I certainly would like 
to have a little further explanation 


given by the officials of the Omnibus 
Company as to just what monies 
were allowed to be expended and 
for what reasons, if any, before ac- 
tion will be taken by this body on 
final adoption of the franchise now 
before us. 

Mayor Gillen: i think this is a 
proper course to pursue. I am in- 
clined at this time, since the scan- 
dal has been published in the paper, 
or the alleged scandal, to vote 
against the proposition because I 
think that when valuable privilege 
is given away by the City of New- 
ark to utility corporation for the use 
of its streets that privilege ought to 
be given absolutely free from any 
taint of money or anything that looks 
like bribery or scandal. It is a зег!- 
ous business giving away the rights 
of a municipality for the use of its 
streets. We have given franchises 
in the past to corporations that did 
not respect them after they got them 
and subsequently went to Trenton 
and had laws passed to take away 
the power of the municipalities. It 
seems of the various municipalities 
that they opposed under laws that 
have been placed on the statute 
books through some means or other 
the cities fnd that they have very 
little power left, so that in giving 
franchises to any corporation for the 
use of the streets the city ought to 
be very careful. According to the 
Public Service Railway Company, we 
do not seem to have any rights at 
al, still they come here and apply 
for these franchises. I do not know 
why. They say we have no control 
over our own streets, but I think we 
still have power notwithstanding 
what has been done. I am in favor 
of having officials of the Omnibus 
Company appear before the Board 
and to invite citizens of Newark, 
through the press, who know of any 
monies that may have been paid to 
anybody in connection with this ap- 
plication to come before the Board 
and at the same time to communi- 
vate with the Board by letter: 


Commissioner Monahan: 1 was 
against the franchise from the start 
and I am still against it now, more 
so now than ever. 


Commissioner Brennan moved 
that the ordinance granting permis- 
gion to the General Omnibus Com- 
pany of New Jersey to operate auto 
buses be laid over for one week, and 
in the meantime the officials of the 
company be requested to appear be- 
fore the Commissioners at the next

Captain Arthur Gardner stated 
this was the first opportunity he has 
had to come before the Commission 
and explain his side of the story in 
connection with this rather unfor- 
tunate circumstance; that owing to 
the fact that he was in service he 
was not able to devote much time 
to the franchise, and consequently 
the details of the application have 
been handled by Riker & Riker or 
Mr. Cukor. I want to state emphati- 
cally that so far as myself and as- 
sociates are concerned we have never 
auhorized the expenditure of a nickel 
for the passage of this franchise ex- 
cept the legitimate expenses incurred 
in connection with the preparation 
of the application; that we never 
would sanction for one moment the 
use of money in favor of trying to 
buy the votes of any of you Com- 
missioners. The matter came to 
my knowledge only through what ap- 
peared in the newspapers. Mr. Cu- 
kor never spoke to me in regard to 
this matter. 

Commissioner Raymond: Have you 
ever spoken to any of the officers of 
the company? 

No, sir. 

Commissioner Brennan: Doesn’t 
this transaction which involved the 


expenditure of $100 appear on the 
books of your company? 

It was never expended from the 
company’s funds at all. We knew 
nothing about it. It was a personal 
expenditure of Mr. Cukor’s. 

Commissioner Brennan: Then, in 
other words, he has had the liberty 
to spend any amount of money he 
desired from his personal account? 

He never spent this sum of money 
with the knowledge of the company. 

Commissioner Brennan: In spend- 
ing that money that was expended 
he might also have expended ten 
times or one hundred times that 
amount from his persona] account, 
if he desired, without the company 
‘knowing anything about it? 

He may do that in the same way 
an individual would use his own 
funds; he did it without the knowl- 
edge of the company. 


Commissioner Brennan: As a busi- 
ness proposition would you consider, 
to say the least, the spending of his 
own money for the company that he 
«should be reimbursed by the com- 
pany later on? 


Absolutely not. That was entirely 
a personal matter and he used his 
own judgment in the matter. The 
unfortunate thing was that I hap- 
pened to be in service and conse- 
quently was never able to give it 
personal attention. 


Commissioner Brennan: Did you 
ever authorize the expenditure of 
money for the purpose of influenc- 
ing public opinion or for the purpose 
of granting a franchise? 

I can only repeat what I said—if 
there had been the slightest inkling 
in my mind that anything of that 
sort was done I would never have 
stood for it. I think Mr. Cukor had 
better explain the details. 

Commissioner Raymond: Is Mr. 
Cukor one of the salaried officers of 
the company? 


He is manager and acting secre- 
tary of the company; he is not paid. 
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Commissioner Raymond Has the 
company set aside a fund for a pur- 
pose such as this—a slush fund? 


Absolutely not. He did not spend 
this money as an official; if he did 
we would have known about it. 


Mayor Gillen: Have you spent a 
great deal of money so far for the 
preliminary work? 


No, sir. The money thus far spent 
covers counsel fees and minor ex- 
penses. No money has been paid to 
agents. | 


Commissioner Monahan: Did you 
have any press agents? 

No, sir. 

Mayor Gillen: Mr. Cukor, you are 
a representative of this company; 
are you an officer? 


I am assistant secretary. 


Mr. Bela Cukor stated that what- 
ever money he expended is not be- 
ing paid by him but is being paid 
by Captain Gardner, and he has re- 
ceipts for all expenditures made for 
legitimate expenses so far. He stat- 
ed he never used money for the pur- 
pose of influencing public opinion in 
favor of the franchise as he consid- 
ered this unnecessary because the 
public in general favored more trans- 
portation facilities. He stated that 
when the proposition was first 
launched he gave $75.00 to a press 
agent for press work, not for the 
purpose of influencing any public sen- 
timent. He stated he never offéred 
any money to anybody for the pur- 
pose of influencing the votes of the 
Commission for or against the 
proposition. He further stated that 
he spoke to Mr. Lyons after a recent 
meeting of the Commission and 
handed him a check for $100. to 
cover his expenses to return to the 
city from Washington; that he 
merely gave him this money for 
legitimate expenses and never in- 
tended the money 50 given to be 
used as a bribe. On November 14th 
I had been introduced to Mr. Lyons. 
Several other gentlemen were there 
and they had been talking about tha 


proposition They all thought that 
the commissioners would take favor- 
able action. I think Mr. Lyons men- 
tioned that it would be advisable to 
have different routes, in addition to 
those which had been specified. I 
told them we could not at once take 
every route and that the city’s in- 
terest in this respect was protected 
by the proviso in the ordinance that 
the commission would have power to 
make us take other routes. They 
were satisfied with this. Five ог ten 
minutes later Lyons spoke to me, 
saying he had come from Washing, 
ton or Buffalo—Buffalo, I think— 
to appear at the meeting and that 
he intended to stay for the next 


meeting and that he ought to be.

give him the check to influence 
anybody for the franchise. Under 
the impulse of the moment I gave 
it to him, not thinking whether I 
did right or wrong. The fact is 
that I have given it to him. I never 
made any complaint about it. I 
spoke to а gentleman about it 
right afterward. I said nothing to 
my associates because I possibly 
thought I should not have done it. 
It was my own personal layout, and 
there has been no other layout. In 
fact, I am not in a position to spend 
money. I was never authorized to 
spend money like this. My respect 
Хог you commissioners would not 
permit me to think that I could in- 
fluence you by paying $50. or $100. 

Mayor Gillen: Have you prom- 
ised anybody any remuneration in 
the future? 

Mr. Cukor: Absolutely not. 

Mayor Gillen: Have you prom- 
ised anybody any stock in the cor- 
poration? 

Mr. Cukor: Absolutely not. 

Mayor Gillen: Has all the capi- 
tal been raised? 

Mr. Cukor: Yes, sir. I have had 
an understanding and agreement 
with certain gentlemen to finance 
this proposition, 
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Commissioner Monahan:  Didn'i 
you have a bus line in this city 
once before that failed? 

Mr. Cukor: Yes, sir. 

Mayor Gillen: Why did it fail? 

Mr. Cukor: The line failed Бе- 
cause the equipment was not the 
right equipment. We did not have 
enough money. I have. put in 
$22,000. in cash and a friend of 
mine put in $100,000, and there 
had been $500,000 of. outstanding 
stock. Despite this I still think 
that the American pubjic can be 
educated to pay for this special 
kind of transportation, providing 
the ride can be given for 56. 

Mr. William Lyons stated this 
happened after the city commission- 
ers’ meeting, not before. This man 
(Cukor) stood outside the council 
chamber when several men who 
were with me said they were not 
coming to the meetings any more be- 
cause nothing was being done on the 
bus ordinance. He asked me if I was 
coming down, and I said I wasn't. 
Nothing was said about Buffalo at 
all I said I was going to Washing- 
ton that night, and he said nothing 
more but steps back, writes a check 
and hands it to me. We walked out 
of the building laughing at the free 
way this man was giving out money. 
Nothing was said about opposing the 
franchise or anything. Several fel- 
lows were around when it happened. 
He said if I was going out of town 
to try to get back to the next meet- 
ing. I never asked for any money 
and never mentioned any amount. 

Commissioner Raymond: Did you 
cash the check? 

Mr. Lyons: Yes, sir. 

Mayor Gillen: What was it given 
to you for? 

Mr. Lyons: To pay my expenses. I 
told him I was going to Washington 
that night, and right in front of 
everybody he handed me a check. 
Cukor didn't know who he was giv- 
ing the check to.

Mayor Gillen: How did this story 
first come out? 

Mr. Lyons: I do not know. The 
first I ever heard of it was when 
some one told me a Newark Evening 
News reporter was looking for me. 

Mr. Henry Hebeler stated that 
some time in the early part of the 
Fall the Essex Trades Council passed 
a resolution approving of the Gen- 
eral Omnibus Company franchise be- 
cause labor interests deemed it ab- 
solutely essential to have more 
transportation facilities in the city of 
Newark. He stated he did not know 
anything about the Lyons incident 
until it came out in the newspapers. 

Dr. W. G. Hanrahan stated he in- 
terested himself in the matter when 
the ordinance was first introduced 
because he thought the city required 
additional transportation facilities, 
and in order that he might learn 
more about the details he asked 
Commissioner Raymond for a copy 
of the ordinance. Не stated it was 
his belief that this incident is help- 
ing to make propaganda for the op- 
ponents of the ordinance, but that it 
should not be inhibited by any such 
small fry as this. | 

Mr. Frank Н. Sommer stated he

AND WHEREAS, under the provi- 
sions of Article 22, Section 4, of an 
act of the Legislature of the State of 
New Jersey, entitled “Ап Act Con- 
eerning Municipalities,’ approved 
March 27th, 1917, and the acts
